Clashes in capital reach new level 


P J’lem police bracing 
for explosive weekend

The police are preparing for a 

potentially explosive weekend in 

Jerusalem as the Moslem Feast 
of the Sacrifice (Id al-Adha), de- 
termined by the sighting of the 
moon, will probably coincide 
with Tisha be’Av, which begins 
tomorrow evening. 

The two religious calendars 
collide at a particularly unfortui- 
tous time. Yesterday was the 
worst day of rioting in the past 
seven months in the capital, ac- 
cording to municipality director- 
general Aharon Sarig. He said 
that the situation yesterday was 
“very similar” to that of Decem- 
ber 19, which marked the worst

As the Finance and Health Minis- 
tries taunted each other yesterday 
over the continuing public health 
crisis, the nurses and doctors decid- 
ed to continue their sanctions and 
the possibility of more troubles at 
Magen David Adom loomed. 


The two ministries have beed 
fighting for months over what to do 
with MDA, the financially troubled 
first-aid and blood-supply organiza- 
tion. An nt reached two 
weeks apo, in which the ministries 
shared the bill for covering MDA 
employees’ June wages in exchange 
for a new plan to make MDA cut 
costs, has unravelled. 

The Treasury yesterday issued a 
statement advising MDA to pay its 
900 workers their July wages on Au- 
gust ist without any financial aid 
from the government. “MDA has 
money and it knows where to find 
it,” said the Treasury spokesman; 
the MDA spokesman. however, de- 
nies that it has any available sources 
of income. 

The Treasury added that if the 
ministry in charge (the Health Min- 
istry) is unable to cope with the 
problems at MDA, “‘it shou!d reach 
the appropriate conclusions.”

THE country’s military intelligence is in the 
doghouse again. Having doggedly refused to 
foresee an ἘΕΥρΙῖδη stiemipt to cross the Suez 
Canal in Octo er 1973, and the treachery of 
the Maronite Phalangists in September 1982, 
It Dow appears to have turned its eyes away 
from indications of an imminent winding 
down of the Gulf War.

On Wednesday Mr. Peres, again throwing 
caution to the wind, spoke to the World Con- 
ference of Jewish Communities and Rabbis, a 
much advertised affair called by the NRP’s 
Zevulun Hammer, the religious affairs minis~ 
ter, in the undispuised hope of boosting his 
party's stock in the coming November poll. 
‘The innocuous title of the “world conference” 
could hardly conceal the fact that it applied to 
a gathering of Orthodox rabbis and their sup- 
porters, mainly from abroad, who identify 
with the NRP religious-Zionist faith. 

Had it been his intent to smooth Labour’s 
way to a possible coalition with the NRP after 


Gulf War, once it proved impervious to pacif- 
ic settlement, was welcomed with an almost 
audible sigh of relief by Israel's then Likud 
government. : 

There were several reasons for the feeling 
of relief. So long as Iraq's test of arms with 
tran dragged on, it removed from participa- 
tion in any possible “eastern-froat” war one 
of Israel’s most implacable Arab enemies.

When, in- 
stead of wearing Iraq down, the war was 
shown to be greatly increasing its military 
strength, a “premature” truce naturally came 
to be held as a most disagreeable outcome for 
Israel. ᾿ 

A protracted Gulf War thus turned into 
something of a supposed boon for this coun- 
try. Its ending was simply wished away. And 
the wish came to father the thought that the 
war would in fact never end, at least not 
before both combatants became too exhaust- 
ed to ever pit their arms against Israel's. 

This climate of opinion was bound to affect 
the thinking of military intelligence, at least in 
some degree and even when the makeup of 
the government was slightly changed. Fairly 
out of sight, the Gulf and its War fell out of 
mind as weil. To the extent that the subject 
did concer military intelligence analysts, the 
same sort of “conception” to have set 
in that, in 1973, had ruled out any such “insan- 
ity” as an Epyptian attack. The war in the 
Gulf might, of course, eventually come to an 
end, but perhaps not very long before hell 
froze over. Evidence contradicting that con- 
ception was paid little or no attention. 

In practical terms, the surprise by which the 
looming end of the Gulf War has caught the 
IDF’s military intelligence does not begin to 
compare in its gravity to the impact of Egypt's 
‘Yom Kippur canal-crossing. And it is unfair to 
set it up as a measure of the general quality of 
independent thinking by military intelligence 
today. But such a failure is, nevertheless, 
worrisome. If only because, unlike some other 
countries, Israel places its reliance for credible 
ee intelligence almost exclusively on the

Biographer has a tough case to prove 


Was Winston Churchill pro-Israel? 


I HAVE YET to enjoy the privi- 
lege of reading the last volume 
(1945-1965) of Martin Gilbert's 
multi-volume biography of Sir Win- 
ston Churchill, reviewed by Bernard 
Wasserstein (June 3, 1988). I was 
not ii the reviewer's enig- 
matic statement about Charchill's 
“consistent and forthright support 


for Zionism and the state of Israel,” peace 


attested to by ‘‘dozens of 
documents.” 
Since none of the said documents 
were in Wasserstein's re- 
view, T will have to wait to read the 
volume itself. In 1985, I published a 
book, Churchill and the Jews, in 


chives, which Churchill's executors 
reserved for the exclusive use of the 


official biographer, and which will i 


remain closed for 10 years after the 
publication of the last volume —i.e., 
until 1998. 

Churchill's public remarks, and 
his relations with the Zionists during 
the critical period of the struggle for 
the state of Israel, from 1945 to 
1948, give rise to many questions to 
which [ still await an answer. It is 
that all-important period to which I 
refer to here. 

At his last meeting with Weiz- 
mann, in November 1944, a few 
days before the assassination of

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Nissim’s big squeeze 
on Labour 


Working quietly and systematically, Finance Minister Nissim 
has reduced the power of the Labour Party’s economic 
strongholds. His quiet revolution is likely to have 
far-reaching effects, writes Shlomo Maoz 


THE LIBERAL PARTY'S Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim and Align- 
ment’s Deputy Finance Minister 
MK Adi Amorai are planning to sell 
shares “in arrangement” to the 
highest bidder — those hesder shares 
the government pledged to redeem 
after their stock exchange collapse 
years ago. 

The two politicians are working in 
harmony even though they repre- 
sent ing parties. In a way, 
both are conducting themselves 
more like civil servants than politi- 
cians wha supposedly represent par- 
ty interests; this is even more re- 
markable during the election 
campaign. 

Their rejationship is much better 
than that between the Likud politi- 
cians in those posts wen the Likud 
alone ruled the Treasury for a de- 
cade. Nissim and Amorai are deter- 
mined to minimize the damage to 
the taxpayer as a result of this unsa- 
voury arrangement. This means that 
the Histadrut's Bank Hapoalim and 
Hapoel Hamizrahi’s United Mizrahi 


Bank would have no control over 
their own banks if they are not able 
to raise enough funds to submit the 
best offer to “‘repatriate” the shares. 

Alignment leaders certainly know 
about the Treasury's intention but 
they can do little about it. They are 
busy with their two other economic 
disasters ~ Koor's crash and the end- 
less illnesses of Kupat Holim, once 
two of their major economic power 
holdings. All the Labour Party's 
fronts have been exposed simulta- 
neously — Kupat Holim, Bank Ha- 
poalim and Koor — while there is no 
real leadership. 

Moreover, no comprehensive 
ideological discussion has been held 
to deal with the new challenges that 
both the local and international eco- 
nomic markets have presented.

Kupat Holim could not 
supply all the services promised to 
its members who have been paying 
for them for many years. Neither 
could Koor ensure safe jobs any 
more. Workers were just di: 

not because they became less effi- 
cient but mainly because they were 
deceived by their Jeaders’ promises 
that the old economic system (ha- 
Shita) was immortal. They were told 
that companies could ignore the re- 
ality and increase wages, block com- 
petitive manufacturers and always 
be sure that if no other solution was 
available they could rely on a gov- 
ernment lifebelt such as devalua- 
tion. 


But the Labour Party was not 
alone in its contribution to the cur- 
rent situation. Nissim has silently 
harmed the Alignment’s power in a 
way no one has done before, only a 
decade after the Likud first came to 
power. With his permanent smile 
and benevolent manner he has suc- 
ceeded in significantly squeezing the 
opposing party's power without any- 
one realizing it, including his Likud 
colleagues. . 

Some of the first Likud finance 
ministers tried hard to harm the ab- 
solute power of Labour but with no 
success. The first, Simba Ehriich, 
introduced his big liberafization pro- 
gramme by shifting huge assets to 
foreign currency holders, who were 
considerably distanced from the 
working class, only to see the pro- 
gramme fail due to improper 
execution. 

Later Yigal Hurvitz cancelled 
the Hevrat Haovdim privilege of is- 
suing special preferred bonds, but 

again his knowledge of modern eco- 
nomics was more than limited. 


Yoram Aridor was the first to open- 
ly challenge the Histadrut’s power 
by suggesting the government intro- 
duce an automatic cost-of-living al- 
lowance linked to inflation without 
the Histadrut as intermediary. He 
also introducing a national 
health system in order to undermine 
the Histadrut’s Kupat Holim power- 
base. 


However, Aridor had concurrent 
confrontations with the industrial- 
ists and bankers, and thus did not 
survive for Jong.

"ASHER WALLFISH analyses the Byzantine ᾿ ἢ 
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of the Gur Hassidim outside the 
Knesset, and the elder statesman of 
the party,” he said proudly, and 
then revealed that there would be 
nothing to prevent him coming back 
to head the faction after four years 
on the sidelines. 

Shapira had his answers ready, to 
ward off the criticism, nearly all of it 
anonymous, which has been direct- 
ed at bim during two Knesset terms, 
and which he expected me to quote. 

“There are those who accuse me 
of neglecting the Knesset in favour 
of my business, but the attendance 

will show I turned up more 
often than anybody else on the Fi- 
nance Committee,” he said. “I was 
a full-time MK, and more so,” he 
asserted. 


“We sat in committee four days a 
week, and we sat six days while pre- 
paring the annual state budget. The 
short time I had left free for my 
business, ostensibly, was cut in half 
because J aiso received members of 
the public whom 1 could not tum 
away,” he said. 

“Had I not entered the Knesset in 
the first place, 1 would have been a 
wealthier man today, and my busi- 
ness would have been more effi- 
Gent, more developed, and better 
organized. I know there are people 
who are jealous of my success, and 
who talk about me behind my back. 
But remember that a man whom 
nobody is jealous of cannot be 
worth very much. It is better to be 
envied than to be pitied,” he said. 


“Among the Gur Hassidim, I can 
say that well over 95 per cent are 
friends as well as admirers, And 
even those who talk about me anon- 
ymously would never want to give 
up their time to the Knesset and to 
public service, as [have done. When 
I was doing well at business, evil 
tongues accused me of making sure 
my products were protected by high 
tariff walls. Now that business is 
sluggish, people say I want to quit 


public service because I fear that - 


tariff abolition will do me great 
damage. I want to tell you I'm quit- 
ting the Knesset solely because I 
have to obey the Moetzet Gedolei 
Hatora. I have no idea what tariff 
abolition will do to my carpet manu- 
facturing business, 
“Ask any finance minister past or 
- present if I ever spoke to them 
about my business affairs or about 
tariffs. They will assure you that 
such matters never crossed my lips,” 
he said. 


WHEN I NOTED that the Moetzet 
Gedolei Hatora was dead, and that 
in effect he was obeying the orders 
of his own Hassidic mentors, Sha- 
pira objected. : 

“Don’t say ‘dead’. Say inactive, if 
you like. Or even paralysed. 

“Rabbi Eliezer Shach, admitted- 
ly, told the council of sages that he 
would not be attending it in future. 
But he will return. He personally is 
still very much involved. I call on 
bim once a week, and consult with 
him on all my representative func- 
tions. He has told me countless 
times that most opinions and state- 
ments which people attribute to him 
are pure lies. 
“The Gaon Shach treats me with 
warmth and friendship and 1 can 
assure you that the Tora world is not 
divided. It is whole. But of course it 
must attain even greater unity,” he 


said 

Shapira said he could ‘not speak 
for Porush as far as rotation was 
concerned, nor did he know what 
Porush intended, with regard to 
elections for the next Knesset. “I’m 
not a policeman working for the 
Moetzet Gedolei Hatora,” he said. 

“If Aguda puts the right men on 
its list, we can have three or four 
MKs in the next Knesset. If ποῖ. we 
shall only have two. I should not like 
to see the day we have only one. But 
if people behave foolishly or take 
unwise steps, then our ultra-~Ortho- 
dox voting public could be irritated 
and turn against the Aguda," he 
conceded, with what looked like a 
reference to the threat posed by the 
new Irgun Bnei Tora group.

In a way, Moti Avraham's life 
went full circle. He was born in 1953 
in a ma’bara, a transit camp where 
new immigrants lived in the early 
Fifties, and raised in the lowes-mid- 
die-class Katamonim neighbour- 
hood. But he aspired to the other 
side of Jerusalem's social tracks, and 
he attained what he had wanted for 
awhile. Then he lost it all and ended 
up in a sparsely furnished, window- 
Jess room beneath the apartment 
where ba: he was raised. 

The episode on the rooftop en- 
capsulated his contradictions. He 
did things to get attention, yet re- 
jected relatives’ offers of help or 
advice. He loved the army and liked 
to fire a gun, but his misuse of guns 
crippled him in one hand, landed 
him in prison and ultimately ended 
his life. 

He was the second-youngest of 
five brothers. The Avraham family 
came to Israel from Kurdistan in 
Iraq.

The life and 


death of 
Moti Avraham 


He was shot dead after a rooftop siege 
in Jerusalem last weekend. Andy Court 
tells the story of his troubled years

lran surprised everyone this week when it declared its willingness to 
accept a cease-fire.

matic announcement that it was 
willing to accept a cease-fire in its 
bitter war with 7 

CRM MK Yossi Sarid was quoted 
as saying that Intelligence had failed 
to predict every major event from 
the October War through the begin- 
Ning of the intifada, and that Israel 
may be faced with a joint Eastern 
war front of Syria, Jordan and fraq 
sooner than it thinks. 

. What perhaps amplified the shock 

the Iranian announcement was 
that it was the third major blow to 
Israel's sense of security in recent 
weeks. The country was still smart- 
ing from the newly perceived threat 
of surface-to-surface missiles in the 
hands of Arab countries when Brit- 
ain announced its multi-billion-dol- 
Jar arms deal with Saudi Arabia that 
included advanced Tomado strike 
aircraft. 

And no sooner had senior officers 
in the IDF, the commander of the 
Israe! Air Force among them, reas- 
sured the public that there was-no 
need to panic -- that the IDF had 
solutions for the Saudi threat too -- 
than Iran made its stunning 
announcement. 

Of the three major developments, 
the steategic implications of an end 
to the fighting in the Gulf were best 
known to the public. Although De- 
feace Minister Rabin said this week 
that in recent years he had ceased to 
see the war as beneficial to Israel, 
for years conventional wisdom had 
decreed the continued fighting there 
as in Israel's interest. But whatever 
potential threats to Israel were 
evolving as Iraq continued to build 
and improve its army, they re- 
mained potential threats as long as 
the Guif war continued. 

Over the past eight years, occa- 
sional assessments of the strategic 
balance in the volatile Middle East 
had one constant, almost comfort- 
ing, element: [γα was busy with 
Iran, and vice versa. 

There is as yet no cease-fire in the 
Gulf, and if and when there will be it 
‘will not necessarily herald the end of 
the war. Yet there was no escaping 
the feeling this week that suddenly 
hd ~ was ΘἰΠοτεπῖνι Prime 

inister Shamir Εγλα φη that sen- 
timent when he said the Middle East 
was entering a πεν era. Rabin and 
others lamented Israel's failure to 


take advantage of the diplomatic op- 
portunities created by the Gulf war 
fo pursue peace. 

Hence the shock and dismay with 
which the news was greeted in Isra- 
el. Hence the harshness-of the criti- 
cism directed at the Intelligence 
community for having been 
surprised. 


ACCORDING TO Tat Aluf (res.) 
Aharon Levran, head of the Middle 
East Balance project at the Jaffee 
Centre for Strategic Studies at Tel 
Aviv University, the biggest sur- 
prise in the Iranian announcement is 
that they abandoned their firm de- 
mand that Iraq be branded as the 
aggressor in the eight-year-old war. 

UN Security Counci! Resolution 
598 provides for the establishment 
of an impartial committee to deter- 
mine which side was responsible for 
initiating the Gulf conflict. But ac- 
cording to the resolution, the inves- 
tigation is to be gay by a cease- 
fire, a mutual withdrawal from 
captured terzitory, and an exchange 
of prisoners. The Iranians had δἱ- 


the | aggressor as a precondition to 
their accepting a cease-fire. 

Interviewed this week in his of- 
fice, Levran said Iran’s change of 
position was revolutionary. 

“No one in the world expected 
that Iran would abandon its tou; 
position and accept the cease-fire 
unconditionally,” he said. “They 
could have chosen to continue the 
war with a low profile, some kind of 
war of attrition. That, in fact, was 
the way much of the war had been, 
from 1982 to 1988. 

“The question is why they didn't 
choose this option. Because by 
choosing the cease-fire they are ad- 
mitting failure, their inability to con- 
tinue the fight. 

“My estimation is that fran saw a 
war of attrition as dangerous be- 
cause Iraq would always have the 
option of escalating the fighting 
without Iran having any viable 
response.” 

According to Levran, theories 
that Iran's move was brought on by 
war fatique and by an economic cri- 
sis are all correct, but insufficient to 
explain Iran‘s drastic step. “War fa- 
tigue and economic crisis have exist- 
ed for some time, yet tran continued 
to fight,” he said. 

“I think there must have been 
some kind of break, something hap- 
pened that we don’t yet koow 


enough about, because Iran is, after 
all, a closed society. For example, it 
could be that Iran's stores of ammu- 
nition and spare parts, which for 
some time have been very scarce 
anyway, fell below some red line. 
The Iranians could say to them- 
selves: *Look, Iraq can fire 200 mis- 
siles at us, we only have 10" or ‘We 
don't have any more anti-aircraft 
ammunition.’ Only something dras- 
tic like this could bring Iran to the 
point where it can't even consider 
continuing the war. 

“There’s no doubt, therefore. 
that iran is paying the price for cut- 
ting itself off from being able to lean 
on a superpower. Iran said ‘To hell 
with both.” A country of Iran's size 
simply cannot be involved in such a 
fong, drawn-out bloody war without 
being able to lean on a superpower 
than can give it strategic support, 
supply it with arms, and so on. 

“There was a period when Iran 
seemed to come to its senses, at the 
end of 1985, beginning of 1986. 
Trangate was seen as an American 
scandal, but it was in fact part of an 
{ranian overture to the U.S.” 

From the beginning of 1986, he 
continued, Lran intensified its at- 
tempts to shore up its ties with the 
Soviets, which reached a height in 
the summer of 1987 when they dis- 
cussed the supply of oil and building 
of railways and even the renewal of 
a mutual defence treaty dating back 
to 1921. These attempts failed. how- 
ever, in the face of deep historical 
and ideological differences and 
practical problems such as Soviet 
involvement in Afghanistan. 

Levran said Iran's experience 
proved a universal principal that 
without sufficient arms, one cannot 
win a war. Staying power and revo- 
lutionary fervor are insufficient. 

The reason the {ran-Iraq war last- 
ed as long as it did, he said, is that 
the two strengths neutralized one 
another, and neither side could wio 
outright. 


HOW DID IRAN get to this point 
of admitting failure? Levran’s an- 
te is threefold. : 

t is ean gcd involvement. 
America’s naval involvement from 
July 1987, ostensibly to protect 
shipping, hasn’t been a success 
sigec the. number of tankers which 
have been attacked has doubled de- 
spite the American presence.Ne- 
vertheless, this presence was suffi- 
cient to drive home to the Iranians 


the feeling that there was no pur- 
pose in fighting the war. 

“If before they couldn't defeat 
Iraq, now they were faced with a 
superpower, and it was inconceiv- 
able that the superpower would let 
them win even if they could muster 
the force to do so.” 

This, said Levran, is a crucial 
point. For the second time in recent 
years -- the first time being the U.S. 
chastisement of Libya two years ago 
- superpower involvement has 

effective. And this following 
ἃ period when it was thought that 
superpowers could not influence the 
behavior of “‘crazy countries.” 

The second reason is a tessening 
of the driving force of the religious 
revolution in Iran. Levran sees this 
lowered motivation as stemming 
from the heavy losses and negligible 
gains of the war itself and the Shi'ite 
revolution’s inability to “deliver the 
goods,” i.e. conquests in Iraq and 
elsewhere in the Moslem world 

Iraq's use of surface-to-surface 
missiles to attack ts in the rear 
was another factor ing revolu- 
tionary fervour. The turning point, 
says Levran, was in late February, 
when Iraq started the Cities War, in 
which some 200 missiles fell on Te- 
heran until mid-April. In the 
ten days of the Cities War, Iraq fired 
off some 100 missiles, or about 25 
tons of TNT. But during the same 
period, the Iraqi air force also 
dropped some 300 tons of bombs. 

“This simply derailed the Irasi- 
ans,” he said. “It drove them out of 
their minds.” 

Another factor affecting Iran in- 
ternally was the severe damage done 
to economic targets. Iran’s refiner- 
ies were attacked so frequently that 
it was forced to import refined oil. 

The third ingredient was Iraq's 
recent successes, both with long- 
range surface-to-surface missiles, 


and then on the ground. beginning 
with its capture of the Faw region in 


trying to hold on to the border pock- 
ets it had captured, and withdrew its 
forces without a fight, such as in 
Kurdistan. 


Iranian ‘Speaker and army com- 
mander Ali Akhbar Hashemi el- 
Rafsanjani declared that the witb-

drawals signalled that the war was 
entering a new phase. He called on 


first the Iranian people to prepare them- 


Selves for a long, drawa-out conflict. 

“It is possible, therefore, that all 
the Iranians are interested in is a 
time-out, and not a dramatic rap- 
prochement and peace with Iraq.” 

Levran does not call such ἃ move 
a bluff. States, he said, don't carry 
out bluffs on such a large scale un- 
less they have a strong army to back 
them up after Iulling the other side 
to sleep. 

However, even if Iran is interest- 
ed in a time-out, Levran is almost 
certain the war bas entered its final 
Stages. Though he can’t predict ex~ 
actly when it will come, the stagger- 
ing about-face in Iran's position is a 
clear signal that the end is near.

The bloodless deployment of 
thousands of Syrian troops in Hiz- 
bollah-dominated South Beirut in 
June — ostensibly to stop weeks of 
bitter internecine fighting between 
the Iranian-backed Hizbollah gun- 
men and rival Syrian-supported 
Amal militiamen ~ was seen as ἃ 
majorvictory for Assad and his poli- 
cy of diplomatic coercion. It helped 
underline the strength of the Syrians 
and their ability to achieve their 
aims, while appearing to act on hu- 
manitarian grounds, or getting oth- 
ers to do their dirty work. 


FURTHER EVIDENCE of Syrian 
might and tactics was demonstrated 


with the ousting of the PLO from 
the Shatilla and Bourj al-Barajneh 
refugee camps by the Syrian-backed 
forces of Abu Mussa. The move 
seemed designed mainly to ensure 
that the PLO would be unable to 
interfere with Syrian plans for the 
coming elections. 

“If Syria can get the candidate of 
its choice elected as president by the 
Lebanese parliament, it would be 
another major victory for the Syri- 
ans. In that case we could expect the 
newly elected president at some lat- 
er date, to ratify a revived version of 
the Damascus agreement.” said Dr. 
Olmert. 

“This is the fear of many of the 
Maronites whose power would be 
greatly eroded. In the long term, the 
legitimation of such an agreement 
would also be threatening to Israel,” 
said Olmert. 

Nevertheless, he expected the 
Syrians to back a candidate with 
wide appeal, and someone whose 
election would not antagonize either 
Israel or the U.S. “The Syrians want 
to achieve maximum benefits for the 
minimum amount of investment and 
trouble,” he said. 

Olmert noted that the U.S. was

also watching developments in Leb- 
anon. “The U.S. is taking a keen 
interest because it would like stabil- 
ity restored to Lebanon, which 
would help reduce tension in the 
region generally. The Americans 
also fee] that through Lebanon they 
might be better placed to open a 
dialogue with Syria. They know they 
cannot co-opt Syria into the peace 
process directly. 

“Similarly, they are concerned 
about the fate of the American hos- 
tages held by Lranian-backed Shi'ite 
extremists and would obviously be 
delighted if Syria could somebow 
secure their release. 

“I think the Syrians want to en- 
courage U.S. involvement. If Syria 
can get a candidate of its choice 
elected as Lebanese president and 
secure American backing for the 
candidate, it could pose problems 
for Israel. 

“In that event, the newly and le- 
gally elected Lebanese president 
might officially request Israel to 
withdraw its troops from the securi- 
ty zone. American support for the 


president and his government would 
obviously put pressure on Israel. 
“But I think the prospects of that 
happening are very remote. Leba- 
non is not high on the list of Ameri- 
ca’s priorities. The U.S. has also had 
its hands bumed once before in Leb- 
anon and it is more wary now.” 
For their part, the Syrians, and in 
i the Lebanese, closely

Meanwhile, Olmert wamed that 
the leading canididates were likely to 
be at risk from opponents. “There is 
bound to be a lot of tension in the 
next few weeks, which will almost 
certainly result in bloodshed. I dan't 
tule out the possibility that this will 
spill over from Beirut to the south of 
the country, and the security zone. 
One thing we can be sure of: the 
Lebanese presidential elections will 
make ours and the Americans’ look 
like a Scout jamboree.”

ONE OF THE MOST exciting epi- 
sodes during Jerusalem's revolt that Hii 
led to the destruction of the Second 
Temple 1,918 years ago was that of 
Rabbi Yohanan ben Zakkai's initia- ΕΝ 
tive in trying to bring about peace 
with the Romans. 

There is a problem about the atti- 
tude of the leaders of the Sanhedrin 
and the beads of the council of war 
in Jerusalem, both under the leader- 
ship of the nasi, Rabbi Shimon ben 
Gamliel, who was executed by the 
Romans. How did R. Shimon view 
R. Yohanan’s peace overtures? It is 
inconceivable that R. Yohanan act- 
ed against the wishes of the entire 
Sanhedrin. And what of the major- 
ity of the Jerusalem populace? Did 
they accept R. Yohanan’s ideas or 
did they agree with the rebels? 

One can find the answers to these 
problems in the second-century 

ic tractate Avot D'rabbi Na- 
tan (ADN). R. Natan came to Eretz 
Yisrael from Babylonia and was a 
court president under R. Shimon 
ben Gamiliel II, grandson of R. Shi- 
mon ben Gamliel the Elder. From 
his work it is clear that the Jerusale- 
mites peace talks with the 
Romans as implying surrender. “ἢ 
Moreover, the faith that the Temple + 
would not be destroyed prevented 
the sages from looking at the situa- 
tion rationally. Even during the 
worst conditions of the siege of Jeru- 
salem, they would not agree to even

owner-managers of small enter- 
prises who are ‘confident enough 
and/or worried enough to recognize 
that.they-can: grow only by export- 
ing”; executives of large companies 
who want to strike out on their own 
and need the perspective of general 
management; and entrepreneurs 
who have a developed product and 
are in the process of gearing up to 
manufacture it. 

Isenberg and Baran stress that the 
programme is not academic, but a 
bread-and-butter approach to real 
problems. Therefore the question of 
whether candidates have 8 universi- 
ty degree is irrelevent, though some 
have. The curriculum embraces 
marketing problems; financing, in- 
cluding lessons on how to read and 
understand financial statements that 
many entrepreneurs lack; and also 
corporate strategy. This last catego~ 
Ty covers such issues as how to write 
—, plans and to negotiate. The 

latter is something most Israelis think 
they are good at, because they are 
tough, says Isenberg, who has made 
a study of negotiating techniques. 
“Well, they are tough, but not too 

Their No..1 problem is with 
the U.S. Homage and we stress 
making the pie bigger rather than 
fighting over Phe last slice." 

In general, the programme is “a 
practical one, based not on theories 
but real-life cases” to which end Is- 
raeli captains of industry and entre- 
preneurs who have already made it 
are invited to lecture. 

The average age of the students is 
38, an age when “they realize they 
don't know it all and are receptive to 
ideas.” Some start the course as 
sceptics, but once it becomes clear 
that the lessons are applicable “they 
get down to it.” 

Another graduate is Steve Wise, a 
U.S.-born, 37-year-old architect- 
cum-industrialist, who immigrated 
and settled in Jerusalem 14 years 
ago. He started working as an archi- 
tect and teaching design in Bezalel, 


but in 1979 decided to change course 
and opened a small factory for mak- 
ing bags and packs in the capital. 
Today, “Steve's Packs” is a recog- 
nized trade mark. 

He made the because he 
considers manufacturing a broader 
challenge with immediate feedback. 
“Tf I design a new bag I bave 50 on 
the market in a week.” 

He has stuck to designing “but 
now] make articles with human fea- 
tures,” a range of 40 products, from 
wallets to camping and climbing 
packs, “using high-tech, exotic ma- 
terials to make very basic products.”” 
His company is already the largest 
quality backpack maker in Israet, 
and he has started pilot exports. 

The business has already reached 
a tumover of “about a million” 
though he had never studied busi- 
ness. He joined the programme 
Principally to meet young Israeli 
businessman and see what they like 
and how they do it. 

But in practice “it has given me 
useful tools to gauge what I’m do- 
ing.” He particularly appreciated 
that the emphasis was not only on 
the ‘bottom line’ but the values 2 
good business should be based on, 
good products and post-sale service. 
In his own business he gives a “life- 
time product guarantee,” which 
means “‘as Jong as there's a bag, we 
repair it.” This has not only created 
customer confidence ‘“‘but keeps 
them in touch with us, generating 
future sales.” 

He sees the government and the 
Histadrut as the worst enemies of 
manufacturers. He says he gives his 
workers “the best possible work en- 
vironment and good pay for good 
work, which seems to bother the 
Histadrut™ because they're not in 
the union rules. It’s got to the point 
where he is thinking of taking his 
sewing work to an Arab village in 
order to escape from the Jerusaiem, 
branch of the Histadrut. 

It was a refreshing experience to 
spend some hours in the “other Isra- 
el” Wertheimer and his colleagues 
are trying to create in Tefen and 
export to the rest of the country. As 
we walked out of the park, a re- 

-freshing Galilee breeze was blowing 
away the heat of the summer day. 
As these are electioneering times we 
couldn’t help musing that more peo- 
ple are fighting to get on the party 
lists than on business programmes. 
But how many of them look up to 
the politicians?

A probe to prove a point

The covert clash between the Se- 
curities Authority and the Bank of 
Israel over the unofficial title of pri- 
mary government regulatory agency 
is about to come to the boil. 

The battleground for the two Je- 
rusalem-based bodies is Bank Leu- 
mi's corporate headquarters in Tel 
Aviv, where doth of them are 
mounting separate investigations of 
the “Leumigate™ scandal that resur- 
faved at the end of May.

From the first, Mintkevitch saw 
this as an opportunity to establish 
the hitherto quiescent authority as a 
tough regulator with teeth. Shetreet 
had addressed his letter to the au- 
thority in line with an amendment to 
the company Jaw passed last year, 
laying down the duties of outside 
directors.

A key question that lacks a clear 
answer is to whom, under the Wein- 
stein Law. does the authority have 
to deliver the results of its probe?

Mickey will take his

To the casual observer of the Isre- 
el basketball scene, Mickey 
Berkowitz's move from the blue and 
gold of Maccabi Tel Aviv to the 
black and gold of Maccabi Rishon 
Lezion may not seem to warrant all 
of the attention that it is getting. 
After all, it's a sister Maccabi club. 
Berkowitz is already in the twilight 
of his career and even the team col- 
ours are not that dissimilar. 

But the reality is that the transfer 
is little short of monumental. 

For more than two decades, the 
name Mickey Berkowitz has been 
synonymous with Maccabi Tel Aviv. 
He began 22 years ago with the 
Maccabi Tel Aviv youth team. 
Apart from a one-year break to play 
with the Running Rebels of the Uni- 
versity of Nevada at Las Vegas in 
the United States, Mickey has al- 
ways wom the uniform of the peren- 
nial champions. For many of those 
years, he was not only known as Mr. 
Maccabi Tel Aviv. but io fact Mr. 
Israeli Basketball. 

Now, at the age of 34. not only 
has he moved away from Tel Aviv. 
but he has in fact chosen to go with a 
team that is coming from the other 
end of the spectrum. Rishon Lezion 
have only this year graduated to the 
National League. From their point 
of view, this is not, however. the 
only positive move they have made 
in a bid to ensure some kind of 
success for their team in the top 


division. They have hired Moshe 
Weincrantz of Hapoel Tel Aviv to 
coach their club and they recently 
bought over veteran. Haim Zlotik- 
man. also from Hapoel Tel Aviv to 
bolster their backcourt. 

It is not yet known who their con- 
tract players will be, but there are 
rumours that the team is ready to 
spend the money needed to bring 
over two quality players. With all 
that, it is unlikely that Maccabi Ri- 
shon can even be a serious contend- 
er to replace Maccabi Tel Aviv. 
Most certainly they are not eligible 
to play in European competition. 
The top of the National league and 
top European competition have 
been the stamping grounds of Mick- 
ey Berkowitz. For the first time in 
his long and illustrious career, he 
will move away from the high-pres- 
sure basketball ia which he thrived 
so well. 

Mickey has played in 207 Europe- 
an Cup games and garnered more 
than 3.500 points. He played in 165 
games as a member of the National 
team and was selected five times as a 
member of the all-Europe squad. 
During his career with the club, 
Maccabi garnered the European 
Cup twice with Mickey playing a key 
offensive role on both occasions. No 
other modern-day Israeli player can 
boast credentials resembling any- 
thing close to his. 

Only a few weeks ago. Mickey's 
running mate for most of those glo- 
rious years with the National team 


and with Maccabi, Mottie Aroesti, 
announced his retirement. Many 
had been allotted more and more 
had been alloted more and more 
limited playing time as the seasons 
wore on that he too might choose 
that route. But. on Wednesday 
night, fittingly with Aroesti again at 
his side, Mickey announced that he 
would not be hanging up his gym 
shoes quite yet.

Sweden-France duel — a matter of head vs. heart oe 


BASTAD, Sweden (Reuter) -- Yan- 
nick Noah and Henri Leconte, 
weighed down by the deeds of the 
four musketeers some 60 years ago, 
will seek to restore France's fading 
tennis honour in their Davis Cup 
semi-final against Sweden starting 
here today. 

If Sweden win, as they are fa- 
voured to do. they will ensure a 
sixth successive appearance in the 
final. The tie, however, promises to 
be a classic duel of contrasting 
styles. 

Stefan Edberg, the new Wimble- 
don champion, and Mats Wilander, 
who_holds the Australian and 
French championships, play with 
their heads, while in the finest 
French tradition, Noah and Leconte 
play with their hearts. 

France's place among the great 


Davis Cup nations remains secure, 
though it is over half a century since 
Cochet, Borotra, Brugnon and La- 
coste reigned supreme, reaching all 
nine finals from 1925-33 during 
which they won six in succession 
from 1927. 


Noah and Leconte did take 
France back to the final in 1982, but 
that campaign ended in a tume de- 
feat against the U.S. on a specially 
constructed indoor clay court in 
Grenoble. 

With either West Germany or Yu- 
goslavia awaiting the victors in De- 
cember, the Gallic quartet complet- 
ed by Guy Forget and Thierry 
Tulasne, may now feel the time is 
ripe to end France’s 56-year wait to 
regain the Davis Cup trophy. 

The athletic Noah and whimsical 
Leconte, runner up to Wilander in 


the French Open, are players of 
fluctuating moods and beating the 
two men who hold the year's first 
three major titles on slow clay in 
Bastad is a proposition which will 
hold much appeal. 

Sweden beat the French 4-1 at the 
quarter-final stage last year but non- 
playing captain Hans Olsen, who 
also has Anders Jarryd and Kent 
Carlsson at his disposal, offered the 
view: “It will be tougher this time."

Doctors worried about Tyson punching Bruno 


WEMBLEY (AP) -- While Ameri- 
can lawyers try to clear the way for a 
September fight between heavy- 
weight boxing champion Mike Ty- 
son and Britain's Frank Bruno, 
opinion at the Eastern end of the 
Atlantic is divided over whether the 
fight should take place at all. 

The issue in the U.S. courts is 
Tyson's finances. The issue in Brit- 
ain is Bruno's safety. 

As No. 1 contender in the eyes of 
the World Boxing Council and the 
World Boxing Association. Bruno 
has been waiting for his chance since 
the WBC put him at the top of the 
pile last October. 


Since then he has been bypassed 
by Larry Holmes. Tony Tubbs and 
Michael Spinks. all of whom Tyson 
beat to stretch his record to 35 con- 
secutive victories. 


Of those triumphs, ail since 
March 1985, 31 ended in knock-outs 
and the latest was a 9i-second de- 
molition of the previously unbeaten 
Spinks. 


It is a record that speaks volumes 
for Tyson's punching power and 
provides ammunition for the anti- 
boxing lobby’s contention that the 
Tyson-Bruno fight, penciled in for 
Wembley Stadium on September 3, 
should not take place. 

Dr. Jeffrey Cundy, 2 spokesman 
on boxing for the British Medical 
Association, was quoted in British 
press reports as saying: “Tyson is 
quick, ferocious and accurate. Bru- 
no should not step into the ring with 
him. The fight should not be al- 
lowed to take place. 

“Bruno is vulnerable to being hit 
hard and has already had two severe 
knockdowns. " Cundy said. 

Jarvis Astaire, co-owner of Wem- 
bley Stadium. denounced the medi- 
cal opinions on Wednesday as “ab- 
solute rubbish.” 

He pointed to Bruno's record of 
only two defeats in 34 fights. both 
losses to fighters who have been 
world champions: James “Bone- 
crusher” Smith and “Terrible Tim™ 
Witherspoon.

“Against Bonecrusher Smith, 
Bruno won 9/2 rounds and then ran 
on to 2 knockout punch. And he was 
ahead on points after nine rounds 
against Witherspoon before he be- 
came exhausted and got caught in 
the 11th,” Astaire said. 

“Now Bruno is two years older 
and more mature. At 26, he’s at his 
peak and he’s got a big, big punch, 
exactly what you need to beat 
Tyson.” 

Meanwhile, Astaire revealed that 
American rock star Bruce Spring- 
steen posed more of a threat to the 
fight schedule. 

While Tyson is engaged in a legal 
wrangle with his estranged manag- 
er, Bill Cayton, arrangements for 
the fight are being held up. Spring- 
steen is poised to grab the Septem- 
ber 3 date, Astaire said. 

“Understandably, Springsteen's 
people are nagging me,” Astaire 
said. “They know from previous ex- 
perience that @s soon as a second 
concert is announced. the tickets 
will be sold in half a day.”
